hold office for the unexpired portion of 
such term of office. 


5. The interim Council shall elect a 
Reeve from among its members. 

6. A quorum of the interim Council is 
three members. 

7. Subject to these Letters Patent, the 
interim Council shall have all the powers 
and duties of Council under the Munici- 
pal Act and other applicable Acts. 

8. Except as otherwise provided here- 
in, the provisions of Parts II and III of 
the Municipal Act do not apply to the 
municipality until the Ist day of April 
in the year 1969 or in any prior year if 
required pursuant to section 9 hereof. 


9. The election of the members of the 
first elected Council of the municipality 
shall be conducted in the year 1969 at the 
time and in the manner provided for an- 
nual elections by the Municipal Act, and 
except as otherwise herein provided the 
provisions of the Municipal Act apply to 
the election of the members of the first 
elected Council; provided, however, that 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs may 
order such election in any prior year. 


10. Subject to any requirement of the 
Minister of Municipal Affairs pursuant to 
section 9 hereof, for the election of the

(a) the election of a Reeve to hold 
office on and from the day of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon on the first 
Monday after the 1st day of Janu- 
ary, 1972, or until his successor is 
sworn in;

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the

Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned.
